Lecturers to join plea 
for training council 


The tmhy bulge of the early 1960s 
is producing headaches for educa- 
tion planners. 

Their problem is to create 
enough university and polytechnic 
placos for that bulge generation 
when it comes on to ,tne higher 
education market in tho next fire 
years -without tying their hands on 
now to deal with falling population 
later. 

The conclusion DES officials aro 
rapidly coming to is that it may 
not lus possible to oxpaiul higher 
education to meet the short boom 
unless they can take, on extra staff 
and then lay them off when they 
ate no longer needed. Jlbis could 
raise difficulties under the employ- 
ment protection legislation. 

Tho problem, vthifcll arises 
because the birthrate peaked iu 
1SG4 and has been falling steadily 
ever since, will be aired m a DES 
report on higher education 
numbers to be published this sum- 
mer. The paper is not a policy, 
document as such, but it sets out 
the projections the DES is using to 
work out its policy On higher edu- 
cation first up to 1981 and then in 
more tentative form into the late 
1980s und early 1990s, 

•.It will sot out alternative, strat- 
egies for dealing with the erftenc to 
which higher education should 
expun d to take in the temporary 
incrcuse in the. size of the IS to 21 
age group, when it. is already 
known <hRt there will ho many 
fewer teenagers in the later part of 
die century. 

The report will concentrate on 
• the staffing implicatiobs of these 
alternatives. The' DES and some, 
but i(o t all, of die teachers' unions 
have become (Increasingly anxious 
about the i management of staff at 
all levels of education Os pupil 
numbers fall. 

At present there .are no firm 
piojoctions for higher education 
numbers beyond 1981. Tlie target 



numbers beyond rjHi. Tlie target 
figure for 1981 lias been revised 
downwards sicutlily over the last 
few yeuvs, muixviy because the 
n i|mbcr of young . people qualifying 
for higher. .education has.net Tisen 
as fast as expected. ' The current 
target is -560,000, of which perhaps 
300,000 ’aro . «Pt>ecfed to be ju 
universities 'arid tfap, rest id poly- 
tech tries and other colleges.

Recent rumours- about 
the possible: closure of universities 
or colleges appear to emanate from 
idens of what might happen if the 
economy did collapse. 

, The report, when.it is published, 
will make a much more detailed 
analysis of future numbers than 
did the recent document from the 
Think Tank on the declining pop- 


ulation, which only raised fairly 
gonerut issues. 

The DES document will discuss, 
for example, the mi certainties over 
predicting the number qualifying 
for higher education— getting two 
A levels— and the proportion of 
those choosing to apply. These un- 
certainties arc made greater by 
several new factors : unemployment 
among young people ; the reaction 
of those (mostly girls) who have in 
the past gone on to higher educa- 
tion without A levels through 
teacher training ; the effects of 
comprcliLMisivt; icorguniz-Jtlon on 
those getting two A levels \ and tile 
growing ji umber of girls -and 
mature students going into ’hightor 
education.. 

For these reasons the report will 
provide more Qualified projections 
than those published recently in 
the Department of Employment Go- 
2 ette. These figures, supplied by 
the DES, show uiat the bulge may 
last longer tlinn expected — through- 
out the 1980s and even into the 
1990s. Only n small increase la the 
number nf pupils staying on at 
school and passing two A levels 
could delay tlie effects of the post- 
1964 fall in the birth rate. 

For demographic reasons^ the 
DES now expects dint the' 
number of young people qualified 
to enter higher education will start' 
rising after several years of stag- 
nation.

“ Parenthood means above all 
being willing to invest time, 
nrtrenco and interest in the job of 
bringing up children.” Frofessoi-

children nrrivod at 9 am, not from 
homes,' but front- baby-minders 
where they had been left ail hour 
earlier. 

Their lost time with adults liad 
to be restored, lie said. The pro- 
posal 10 years ago in the Plowdan 
report dint adults Should be used 


as teachers' aides in cljssrooms was 
the most important tactic devised. 
But that was killed by the teachers' 
union, lie said. 

“Perhaps no single greater dis- 
service to the education of children 
from Inadequate homes bos been 
done in our time.” He put forward 
a plan’ to bring students into school 
classrooms to lake part in mi “ inti- 
mate, sensitive, individual dialogue 
with children who have been 
robbed of «ih adult to whom diey 
can relate, who can be a model, 
and with whom they can explore 
how tlie world works”. 

Children needed someone to listen 
to mem mvd to learn that there was 
no need 'to shout. These lessons 
could not be Jearnt when a group 
of 30 shared a single teacher’s atten- 
tion, "still lass in a baby minder’s - 
crowded bedroom, and not even in a 
middle class home if mum's shop- 
ping or golf are more Important. 

‘It is a tragedy to go to a conur- 


bation like Birmingham and see the 
thousands of children whose empty 
lives cry out for an adult to take 
them by the hand, and io observe 
the thousands of full- dine students 
on state grants making no contribu- 
tion whatever to a Job that tihev are 
eminently equipped to do.” Each 
student should spend one year 
attached to a family as a tutor to a 
child. 

“ Students could transform the 
problem in a generation if <i8tev bad 
the will. But they have been con- 
ditioned to think of their education 
as a process of * getting * not giving. 
It is a hard lesson to unlearn.” 

It was even more tragic that so 
many of die deprived children were 
black and . failed to, climb up the 
educational ladder. Special atten- 
tion should be given to providing 
compensatory education and posi- 
tive discrimination for this group, 
he sold. Otherwise their prejudices 
against society would become embit- 


tered and conflict would result. 

Within schools, elder pupils could 
heap by tutoring ‘younger ones. 
Pupils who had been through such 
e system, where older children 
helped Hie younger to learn, would 
prove to -be better parentis and bo 
more able to give tbelr adult time 
to aim dr an whom society had 
cheated. 

Professor Hawkins said lie did 
not want to offend parents who 
were trying fard and struggling 
under terrible circumstances of 
poverty end despair, but the most 
important problem facing compre- 
hensive schools was inadequate 
homes,

Proposals for a national framework 
for school curricula were criticized 
by the president of tlie Association 
of Head Mistresses. 

Miss Mollie Blake, who is also 
head of Manchester High Sdiool for 
Girls, told tlie conference that tlie 
Green Paper which is' to follow 
the great debate on education is 
likely to set out tlie Government's 
proposals for a national framework. 
This wdald be a step in an entirely 
new., direction, she said, 

“ Opq of tiie strengths of English 
education has always been the free* 
•flonlVbf its schools nnd I seriously 
,wdtiaer. whether such a fundamental 
change might eventually 'lose' for our 
Schools more 'than any gain could 
,-jjistify. Would it lead to even' 
tighter central control of the 
detailed content of curricula and 
what about the increasing demand 
for pnrticlpatloiv. by the community 
In tne organization of sdlOols? 

“I wonder whether It is possible 


w justify, such, a sweeping reform 
wblcn might change all schools out 
of auy recognition in order to Im- 
prove tne few that have failed to 
' offer a sensible and effective 
balance of subjects to all their 
pupils. ' 

“ Surely there are other ways to 
strain at a gjiat tiian by swallowing 
a camel. To be reasonable ana 
open-minded we first have to Assess, 
the digestibility of the camel before, 
it Is too late to wish after all that 
we had chosen a gnat.” 

But Miss Blake said that .changes 
might do needed fa the way child- 
ren were taught to read, Write and 
calculate... 

"Of . course, we accept that in 
almost all our schqtfls ■ there" are 
boys and girls who are Illiterate. and 
iunumerate and whose behavioural 
problems not ortlv take up a dis- 
proportionate 1 amount ■ of our time 
ana energy - but also' become even- 
tually counter-productive to their 


own long-term interests.” 

Teadhcrs knew how to improve 
standards, she said, but the public 
purso was empty imd if tlie nation 
could not afford changes, then stan- 
dards would be left to 'slip back. 
Suggestions for separate sixth-form 
colleges would have a deadening 
effect op parte of the school cur- 
riculum, she said. "Many ol the 
arguments concerning cost -effective- 
ness are based on doubtful criteria,' 
for teaching is a labour-intensive 
industry and must always be so." 

Contraction of eduOaitiDii as fewer 
pupils entered school would Scald 
to an older and more static teaching 
force. " Promotion will be less 
easy”, said Miss Blake.

Sir, — In “No Common Ground?” 
(May 27) Hurbura Ti/ard gives a 
penetrating analysis of inirent- 
tcacher lehuionsmps in nursery 
schools. Although these relation- 
ships arc almost always pleusiinr, 
with warm appreciation on thu 
parents’ part for what iho teachers 
are doing, there exists nn enor- 
mous gulf between what the 
teachers want to achieve with the 
children and what tha parents uro 
expecting them to do. . 

In qplte ■’ of * serious and con- 
tluudus efforts on the schools’ part 
to involve rho parents in classroom 
activities, parents remain relatively 
untouched by the philosophies of 
pre-school education. There is a 
world of difference, as Ms Tizard 
discovers, between freely showing 
parents what is being done by pro- 
fessionals und “ carrying rhein into 
partnership ** as advocated by 
Plowden. 

For some years now, first 
hundreds and then thousands of 
pre-school playgroups have existed 
as true partnerships, with the 
parents employing the playgruup 
leaders, and themselves joiniug tho 
staff and in the course of time 
becoming leaders themselves.

Sir, — For many years, I have ques- 
tioned whether the knowledge of 
craft teachers is sufficiently ade- 
quate to be responsible for the 
teaching of geometrical, drawing, 
viz technical (sic) drawing at any 
level in the secondary schpol. 

After reading the several articles . 
in the TES Extra (May 20) pu art, 
craft and design, 1 am more than 
convinced that probably their 
knowledge of mathematics for this, 
subject Is inadequate. I ask myself 
whether the subject has been 
allowed to fall Into the wrong hands 
in secondary schools. Is the Mathe- 
matical Association at 'f auk? 

I realize that rherb is no strict 
qualification' for the subject,: 
though some colleges of education 
have made Bn. attempt .with a BEd. 
course, but then only with a ; craft 
bias. The -only people who can. 
honestly claim to possess the ■ 
necessary subject matter up to A 
level, would be those* who have 
read engineering. 

Such persons would have had. 
adequate experience in the appli-- . 
cation of the basic subject matter 
as well as a sound knowledge of 
tbe basis of the subject itself, that 
is practical Euclidean geometry' 
and some aspects of transformation; 
geometry, as well us 1 practical: 


applied mathematics and applied 
Science in general. 

To support the foregoing, one 
has only to consider one contribu- 
tor's comment : “ Why do we have 
to spend so much time teaching 
techniques that will never be used 
.even in an Industry to which they 
apply ? ”, One answer is that the 
secondary school's function is not 
that of the technical college ; its 
aim is not to meet the needs of a 
local industry — a need by the way, 
tliut is vary limited for an end 
product. Perhaps the writer's 
vneatiuu is being wasted iu a 
secondary school ? 

Geometrical drawing- and its., 
applications is an educational dis- - 
clpline, as necessary as that 1 Of 
ninths ; it is essential to develop; a 
child's brain and hand coordination 
as well is the practical applications 
iu the discipline of graphic commu- 
nication.

Some draw a sharp distinction between 
tea clung mixed ability groups, and mixed 
ability teaching. The latter may be seen 
as " any form of Leaching which involves 
the readier working with Individuals 
rather tlinu groups ” or, contrarily, “ vir- 
tually synonymous with group work, its 
virtue lying in the experience it provides 
of cooperative' group endeavour 
, It is difficult to see, then, how general- 
ised statements by proponents or antagon- 
ists of this mode of organizaton can be 
interpreted. It is perhaps less difficult to 
see why they m e mode. They are attempts 
lo answer the question which for many 
lies at the licnrL of any discussion of 
mixed ability teaching, namely: “Do 
children learn us well ns they would If 
they were taught in* classes containing a 
narrower raiigc of ability ? '* (i e classes 
which are streamed, setted or banded). 

This looks like the sort of question to 
which research should be able' to provide 
answers. Like many of the , apparently 
key ” questions In education, however. 
It presents tlie Investigator with a daunt- 
ing task. Beneath its apparently simple 
Format there lie begging many more ques- 
tions, the answers to which arc dependent 
ou people’s objectives . In education and 
society, and the criteria, by which they 
assess whether sticli objectives li ia v'e been 
achieved. , 

The. technical difficulties in answering 
comparative questions of this kind, aye 
well known, and some have beeii; demon- 
strated in recent research in primary 
education, The problem is' to disentangle 
from nil almost endless list of variables — 
home, school, teacher and classroom — 
what is relevant to a child’s learning. 

It is not. surprising that studies which 
have- sought to compare streamed and 
unsLrenmed groups have been inconclu- 
sive ~ a fact too readily glossed over by 
some advocates of mixed ability teaching.

Catering for the more and the less 
able. One of the greatest areas of 'con- 
cern associated with, mixed-ability teach- 
ing is the extent to which the able might 
be disadvantaged by it. How are such 
children Identified in a mixed-ability 
class, and how is diagnosis of tlieir needs 
made ? What kinds of provision do they 
require ? There are a number of practices 
in current use, ranging from the fairly 
common use of “enrichment 1 * or “exten- 
sion work” on workcards, etc, to extrac- 
tion for such activities as discussion. 

Does the latter contradict the aims of 
mixed ability teaching ? Does the former 
extend, or merely consolidate learaing'iu 
those pupils who have demonstrated that 
they least of all need such consolidation ? 
How do the ablest view such work, and 
what is the nature of their interaction 
with tbeir less academically gifted peers ? 

Similar questions may be posed for the 
least able, only here the ground is made 
more difficult by the fact that ideas on 
what it is that such pupils should achieve 
are generally less clear. IF, for example, 
one follows comments expressing concern 
that the needs of the less able arc not 
being met in a mixed-ability class with the 
question : “ what is it that such pupils 
are not achieving that yon would expect 
them to achieve?”, pronounced difficul-

ties in defining objectives may be encoun- 
tered. 

The organization of the learning of the 
less able bears on the fundamentals of 
school policy. Forceful arguments are 
advanced for segregation, partial with- 
drawal and integration. Some schools see 
the answer as lying in putting extra sLaff 
into lessons, rather than extracting pupils 
from thorn ; these can be “ roving ” 
remedial teachers or teachers from a 
particular department. 

The implications of these practices 
require further exploration. Unless school 
organization finds some adequate means 
of coping with the difficulties oE children 
lacking in basic skills, a disproportionate 
amount of a teacher's time may be spent 
meeting thcJr needs in a mixed ability 
class, or, at the other extreme, they may’ 
quite simply be lost. 

Assessment. Assessment was one of the 
major, areas of the Great Debate, and 
discussions appear to have focused oil 
“standards". Schools and teachers adopt- 
ing mixed nbiljty teaching may well differ 
in their objectives from those adhering to 
some form of selective grouping, so the 
question “ standards in what ? ,J becomes 
particularly pertinent, 

A group of teachers exploring with the 
project toruu issues related to assessment 
in the context of mixed ability teaching 
have, therefore, returned to first prin- 
ciples, and asked “What qualities and 
skills should a school develop in its 
pupils?” and “How desirable and feas- 
ible is it to assess these ? ” 

It seems there are problems of assess- 
ment which may be accentuated by un- 
str earning • these include difficulties in 
“knowing what to expect” from each 
child, particularly in the first terms : dif- 
ficulties in assessing the progress of child- 
ren who may at any time be pursuing a 
range of topics ; and, perhaps most 
crucial, difficulties in finding appropriate 
ways of mediating assessments to pupils 
in such it way as to provide realistic and 
useful information for their guidance, 
while maintaining their motivation, 

Again, the basic questions concern 
objectives : what are the objectives of 


assessment for pupil, for teacher, for 
school administration— and for parents ? 
ft is unlikely that there Will be much sig- 
nificant advance in assessment methods 
until such questions are squarely tackled. 

Here, then, is an agenda for a discus- 
sion of mixed ability teaching. Like any 
agenda, it is necessarily selective. Its 
focus is on practice— on the how of mixed 
ability teaching r a tiler than the why. For 
the concrete, conclusive evidence which 
so many seek, thaL one form of grouping 
pupils is “ better ” than another, will 
almost certainly continue to elude us. 

It is_ unlikely in view of the multiplicity 
of variables that it will ever be possible to 
establish that particular forms of group- 
the concrete, conclusive evidence which 
certain academic or social outcomes. 
Even if this pessimism is unwarranted, 
and .such associations were demonstrated, 
the dilemma ^ would persist, for the Issue 
of mixed-ability teaching has become 
entwined, as one writer puis it, in the 
“political undergrowth of education”. 
The debate is not solely or even mainly 
about measurable educational consequen- 
ces ; “We shall still continue with mixed 
ability, despite your findings, because that 
is the system we believe in." 

What utility, then, have unsubstantiated 
global statements that mixed ability teach- 
ing leads to tills or that— the kind of 
statements which have characterized tho 
debate so far ? The answer must he very 
little. The question of whether to imple- 
ment this mode of organization can only 
be approached by each school appraising 
its beliefs, defining ‘its objectives and 
considering how these ore moat likely to 
be achieved in its own special circumstan- 
ces— circumstances in which staffing, 
facilities, pupil intake, aud tlie expecta- 
tions of the surrounding community may 
be of paramount importance. 

Mora' than half the comprehensive 
schools in the country have opted, for 
various reasons and in different degrees, 
for some form of mixed ability grouping. 
Perhaps the debate in future might 
attempt to produce something of value for 
them.

I can remember doing 
the same. At school in the twenties 
we turned deaf' ears to the sur- 
vivors of Ypres and Passeliendaele 
who tried to tell us about die 
Boche or Blighty. 

But here in England, where there 
has uoL been an invader to resist 
since William the Conqueror, the 
attraction of resistance seems to 


persist both for young and old. And 
if they arc attracted now to Foot's 
buok. they’re lucky, unless of 
course they’re looking for titillating 
tales of terror and torture. Anyone 
who has read Mr Foot’s earlier 
book, 5.0. E. in France, publ inbed 
by the Stationery Office in I960, 
will recall his refusal then to be a 
lily gilder : he was particularly 
vehement then against the gilders 
of female lilies, against the roman- 
ticizing in books or films of women 
agents, most of whom wore as brave 
and resourceful as most of the men. 



The same restraint is shown in the 
present work, for although Mr Foot 
himself served in the Special Air- 
sec vice and wsis dropped in France, 
lie writes as o serin us and com- 
mitted historian. 

. In tlie earlier book Mr Foot suc- 
ceeded in piecing together, in a 
readable and understandable form, 
the tangled maze of reports and 
messages of S.O.E. agents who had 
operated in occupied France. To do 
this he had at his disposal some of 
the official documents from British 
archives but none from tho French. 
The book constituted ivhnt Foot in 
the present hook culls a “ quasi 
official history It was. In fact, 
commissioned by Her Majesty’s 
Government. ' 

To write the present booh Mr 
Foot laid aside not his academic 
gown but lii.s official hat. It was 
written on ills own initiative, with- 
out access to secret documents. 
Like a good journalist, lie regards 
facts as sacred ; he is, however, 
refreshingly free with his opinions. 
The more lie lias studied resistance 
throughout history— and resistance 
movements go back a long way — the 
more he has become convinced of 
tliclr potential value, both military 
and political. He is not enamoured 
of Russian policies nor communist 
tactics, but he gives unstinted credit 
to the courage both of the Russian 
nation and of individual resisters in 
all countries fighting For their com- 
■munlst beliefs. 

He is at pains, however, to scotch 
the myth that once was put about 
that the CP. formed the only resis- 
tance movement that counted. Class 
Interpretations of the resistance 
movements, for him, dn not fit.

Da nine ton, the moat luxuriant of a 
familiar group of progressive board- 
ing schools, has fw long fascinated 

left-wing intellectuals sad right- 
wing sceptics. In its golden dawn 
Rabindranath TdRore, Bertrand Bus- 
sell. II. G. Wells, Kingsley Martin, 
Barbara Woo t ton, Aidous Huxley et 
hoc gonna oume took rhe Drear 
Western line from Paddington to 
Tonies. Wide-eyed but uneasy 
locals whispered of strange goings 
on: hardly surprising when one of 
Lite pupils collected Hies' to eat and 
another crocheted “nn extraordin- 
ary garment, almost liko chainmnil, 
with a pair of eye holes and nothing 
olsc, which he used to wear when 
he was bicycling”. 

Tills book seems to have provoked 
a minor storm among the linrtiug- 
ton trustees, who foit so strongly 
about the misrepresentation of holy 
tilings by n sociologist who had not 
even visited tha school that tlioy 
caused a second, and vory curious, 
introduction to too book to bo writ- 
ten on their behalf by Michael 
Young and Maurice Ash. 1 very 
much doubt whether they mIioiiIcI 
have bothered: the confused and 
shrill piece which they have in fact 
written will, do the name of Dnr- 
tingtoa no good at nil. Tlicru are 
weaknesses in this book, but very 
few surprises and certainly no 
insults. 

Most of the bonk is serviceable 
and straightforward account of tha 
intellectual (and ideological) origins 
of the schnnl, an outline narrative 
of its stormy history under tha 
hypnotic head mastership of lliil. 
Curry from 1931 to 1957, aud an, 
analysis of the rooctlow to - the 
experience of - total Immersion by GO 
respondents who loft tlie school in 
tbo 1930s and 1950s, Maurico Punch 


rfittrp'ly identifies the tdtroo loosely- 
related but potent principles which 


related but potent principles which 
lay behind the development of the 
School : a will to establish an alter- 
native to tha cramping orthodoxy 
Of the English public school; a con- 


cern with the autonomous Interests 
of tho child himself ; un ambition 
to produce a better, more compas- 
sionate and more peaceful society 
throughout die world. 

He makes ir clear— and it is, per- 
haps, clarifications of this kind 
which most irritated the tender 
trustees— that, whatever it might 
haye been in theory, Darlington was 
in fact a boarding school for fre- 
quently disturbed middle-class child- 
ren. who liud often already fallen 
fold of ut least one other school. 
Tho more picturesque parents might 
hove had principles directly in lino 
with those of Curry and the Elm- 
hirsts. Ilur many voted Conserva- 
tive, went to church, and doubtless 
experienced n mixture of gratitude 
uml guilt in sending their children 
to a school which cared so totally 
for them. 

* Of the quality of tihnt care there 
is no doubt, and this book dutifully 
recutita it. Equally audible, al- 
though, no dou-bt, less welcome to 
some ears, is the message dint total 
societies— whatever die strength 
and honesty of their commitment to 
oneimo9s and freedom — develop 
tneir own subtle mechanisms of 
control, that pupil democracy 
becomes n wall-intended wham, flint 
power rests -in the moral persuasive- 
ness of group attitudes nr die mani- 
pulative intervention of un over- 
present head. These ore die facts 
of microsociolngicftl life. 

Nor is there any tiling surprising 
(nr, to my mind, Imstllo) in the con- 
clusion— tMsad upou a pitifully 
small sample — lliu* some former 
pupils found difficulty in adjusting 
iluuiisc-Jves successfully do the 
career demands of a competitive 
society. Even so, ur least ono of 
them became an Admiral. Curry 
gave a distinctive finvuur to his 
own brand of progress! vlsm by 
instating that die swlwwjJ should 
offer to its brightest .pupils tho 
RUttarinB prizes ot Ctimbnofio. • la 
that particular contest, the pnmltlvo 
Dartfnffton was never very success- 
ful— but then, given its other end 
more coherent rounding principles, 
perhaps it had no right 'to be. 

This book Iras its own peculiar 
■weaknesses. The most fundamental 
is an uncertainty about predsoly 
what, .or whom. It is far. The strong- 


est chapters lira Lhose of narrative, 
analysis and discuss! an of the cen- 
..trul 25 yuira of Hurtl ngton life. 
But interwoven with riieso concerns, 
and especially towurds the end, is u 
fumbling discussion of the problems 
of methodology associated with the 
empirical study of anti-institutions, 
the free-suhmders, and tlto de- 
schoolcrs. 

Underlying the main argument is 
a worry about how progressive edu- 
cation now fits Into a wider scheme 
of things. Here, it seems that rhe 
trustees— to Judge from their intro- 
duction — have misunderstood what 
Maurice Punch is trying to say. They 
appear to ut tribute to him some pre- 
ference for social engineering, 
whereas (if he does over slip from 
objectivity) he would surely share 
their disenchantment with the uni- 
versalis tic prescriptions of rite six- 
ties. The old progressivists believed 
in the Individual, tho freedom of tho 
child from oppressive adults, the 
freedom of the school from the 
bureaucratic state. The reformers 
of tho sixties believud in the uni- 
versality of comprehensive schools 
(and prabublY largo ones), the 
priority of social oveir individual 
interests, Lite abutitNui of privilege 
based upon feet and die segre- 
gation of tho mure able. Unsur- 
prisingly, limy dismissed with qiuict 
contempt the rural uropkis of niikl 
and rich socialists, aud the pregies- 
sivUts were hurt by that reject inn. 

But the tide Is now mysteriously 
turning again, the nowdr radicals 
in their turn affect a contempt fnr 
llio mechanically schooled society, 
and tho relationship between die. 
two streams of older reformers bo-, 
conies less clear than ever. 

Tho critics of this bonk ni'o, of 
course, quite right to draw attention 
to the dangerous poverty of the 
evidence on which some of its con- 
cluoiona oro built, -They might also. 
have, underlined rile curious inanity' 
of many of the fragments of con- 
versation embedded in the book 
For examplu, sweet though it is :

The 
“ captains on the bridge ” who have 
ro scrutinize everything that goes 
Into the paper ; they ore conse- 
quently breathless and over- 
worked, The “ciKiUmau of the 
ha.ird” editor who trusts his 
MilMirdiihitvs, mul leaves many 
decisions tu them, and devotes 
much time to lliinkl There 
cun be no doubt that V*i. .am Kees- 
Mogg is an editor of the second 
type. He has wisely contrived for 
himself train journeys in which, 
inaccessible by telephone, lie can 
reud nnd ponder. 

Only thus was ho able, to write 
his apologia for Christian faith, Alt 
Hummer Heuven, One may doubt 
tho wisdom of the title, which do os 
not fall trippingly off the tongue. 
It derives from Pope's Essay on 
Man. Indeed, there are moments 
when Roes-Mofig resembles some 
eightccnth-ccntury divine who has 
iinaccoiuitubly survived, to his 
alarm, into the twentieth century. 

In a significant dream, ho felt 
himself to be walking behind a 
coffin : the rushes strewn on the 

f p'ound allowed tliut lie was buck 
u the eighteenth century; He tells 
us that Tie collects books uf the 
period, ni\d even if ho had not told 
us, wo would have suspected it from 
lus use of authors like Jeremy Tay- 
lor and Bishop Berkeley. Few mod- 
ern (1 c post 1800) authors edge their 
way ill. ■ The historical perspective 
of Rces-Mogg is vast : in hlx panora- 
mic gaze the Roman Empire, Stalin 
and Hitler seem ultnost contem- 
poraneous. Even the vocabulary has 
a poriod flavour : he is concerned 
wirli the '* evidences ” of religion 
and Christianity. 

' Hawqver, it . would be a mistake; 
to Write the pock off as quaint ox 
nostalgic. Ic contains an important 
sustained argument which reflects 
years of chinking and observation. 
Kecs-Mogg disclaims professional 
knowledge either of philosoidiy or 
theology, but his lock of profession- 
alism prolrably brings him closer to 
the rest of us who cannot side-step 
religious questions. What be does 
in effect is to tell us rirat faith. In 
its content and cconsea trances, differs 
from non -faith, or unbelief. 

• This fa not really the banality it 
may seem. . In- our tolerant easy- 
going way wo have become accust- 
omed to thlnfcins that, people 
lwve different wprid-views ranging 
from . humanism to Christianity — 


and iliat everything will work out 
well in the end, h msiy -all end in 
tile love of God or in muhingne-xs, • 
and wo will find mu in due time. 
Meanwhile, lei us muddle along us 
best we ciui. 

Rees-MoKR is mil cuiitcnt io 
muddJie along in the Intui of JJuus. 
ynulike. He usefully reminds u.s 
that “ world views ” uffect our be- 
haviour for gum! or 111. What we 
think is not a mutter uf indiffer- 
ence. He praises Christianity first 
of all because it really is an answer - 
to tlie riddle of human e Juste lire, 
end secondly because it 41 works ", 
i e, it makes people better, more 
compassionate, more hopeful, more 
loving, more other-centred. Illu- 
sions do not have such hcneficient 
effects. Having sketched this empi- 
rical case for the truth of Christi- 
anity, Rees-Mogg cniuiter-ultacks.

Those who said there 
was no real nnswer will find no help 
in the suggested section of the text, 
mid there is no explanation given 
for always choosing the positive 
root. This probubuly highlights the 
need for u proper teacher's guide 
which could give further references 
and discuss such ideas at the 
teacher's level. 

Two of the units oil descriplivo 
statistics use books and linked tape/ 
filmstrip sequences. There must be 
some justification for this departure 
from a successful format since it is 
doubtful if such n technique is 
suited to the material. This is 
especially important because much 
of the information on the tape is 
not available ill written form.

The DES lias a publi- 
cation on the subject, yet the ASE 
feels, nhe need to reinforce its 
warnings. 

The two booklets cover the same 
general ground, yet this later publi- 
cation does not duplicate the cur- 
lier publication. It expnuds and 
explains rules laid dqwil byj the 
DES and is rather easier reading. 
It frequently quotes the official 
document,' but also adds useful sup- 
plementary information.

Although there arc now a wido 
variety of svl I abuses at various 
levels', there is some evidence that 
1 ho sLfliidard of environmental touch- 
ing in secondary schools cuuld be 
improved In a number of ways. In 
tiie early 1970s the Conservation 
Society mounted a “national survey 
into environmental education in 
secondary schools’* in Britain, and 
in the report published In 1974 
Peter Berry, education correspon- 
dent of rite society, concluded that 
environmental mailers were being 
M . . . taught partially und inco- 
herently, with virtually no overall 
thought or organization . . .". 

This is clearly a worrying con- 
clusion to have to druw, but prob- 
ably one explanation centres around 
the basic shortage of suitable en- 
vironmental studies courses at col- 
leges of education before about 
1970.

Complementary to these facilities 
for environmental education in a 
formal sense, there are u number 
of encouraging signs dint tho 
demand for conservation education 
is being met through informal and 
Incidental channels. There are a 
number of opportunities for ont-of- 
school involvement in conservation 
ticti vines which include membership 
of " participation " groups such as 
Tho Conservation Corps, the field 
force of the British Trust for 
Conservation Volunteers which 
actively helps in the maintenance 
und inniitigement of nature reserves 
mid sites of biologicul, scientific 
and archaeological importance, and 
the Watch projects organized by 
the Advisory Centre of Education, 
which, with the use of simple study 
kits specially prepared for the 
exercise, coordinates a series of 
nationwide surveys by young people 
which to date have considered 
water and air pollution, building 
conservation and the like. 

Membership of local conservation 
groups also offers informal educa- 
tional opportunities through contact 
with fellow members, participation 
in local conservation and publicity 
exercises, and the receipt of group 
literature such as regular news- 
letters and the like.

Students can also benefit greatly 
from die experience of lie longing 
to m:c or other of the national 
scientific organizations such as die 
Botanical Society of the British 
Isles, the British Trust for Orni- 
thology oi* the Mammal Society 
because these various groups serve 
the valuable roles of disseminating 
up-to-date information in their res- 
pective fields, of providing educa< 
(ion service facilities, and of co- 
ordinating national distribution 
m tipping schemes which uini to pro- 
vltle-H through volunteer observers 
— up-to-dato knowledge of the dis- 
tribution of species of plants and 
anlmuls which will assist in identi- 
fying declining populations, perse- 
cuted species and those in danger 
of extinction. 

Many environmental organize 
tions, alert to the important role 
of education in promoting environ 
mental awareness, have appointed 
education officers or committees 
(such as the Society for the Pro- 
motion of Nature Reserves — recently 
changed to the Royal Society for 
the Promotion of Nature Conserva- 
tion— Friends of the Earth Ltd and 
the Conservation Society). 

Incidental learning is also of vital 
Importance, because exposure to 
frequent coverage of environmental 
Items in the news media can only 
serve to increase environmental 
awareness by reinforcing what has 
been learnt in more formal situa- 
tions elsewhere. The scries of Reith 
lectures given on BBC radio in 1969 
by Dr (now Sir) Frank Fraser 
Darling mi the theme “ Wilderness 
and Plenty” provides a strikingly 
effect i vo example of this. 

Likewise, visits in the country- 
side, to national parks, national 
nature reserves. tu>d the like, bring 
life to the concepts and details men- 
tioned in the classroom situation, 
and give both a clearer porspectlvo 
and a lasting place within the per- 
sonal experience of the observer. 

Thera are thus a wide range of 
opportunities available to the indi- 
vidual seeking to increase his or 
her own environmental awaroness, 
ranging from tiie formalized oppor- 
tunities centred upon teaching in 
the school, college and university 
sectors, through . more informal 
opportunities associated with mem- 
bership of, and participation In, 
various local and national conserve, 
tion and scientific groups, to the 
more or less incidental opportum- 


watching television, listening to 
radio, a participation in general 
discussions, etc. 

Some educationists have expres- 
sed concern that there is as yet too : 
little concern for formalizing the 
objectives of environmental educa- 
tion in the school and higher edu- 
cation curricula. Undoubtedly this 
steins in part from the continuing 
problem of identifying the exact 
nature of environmental education 
and of defining its relationships 
with the established acadentjc sub- 
jects and with environmental 
studies. 

There appears to he two main 
sides to the issue. On the one hand 
many stress the educational value of 
using the mau/ciivlroiiment rein- i 
tlonship as a basis of study— that 
is, they view the environ meut as a 
medium for education, On the 
other hand, there are those con- 
cerned. with the need tti promote 
a' sense of personal responsibility 
for the state of the environment — 
who thus view the environment as 
the goal of education.

Many elderly people enjoy talking

have survived. 

A survey of house names gener- 
tilly lead.? to two observations. First, 
that tli ere are many houses which 
Ita vo names telling something of 
their history. For example, the 
Harley Mow was a beer house, and 
the Redd Lynn a conch lug sii*p. 
Second, others like Fed House and 
Ivy Coiuu;e are “ modern ’’ ii.uiic? 
which, although giving us sonic 
Information about the present 
house, tell us litde about too his* 
tors of the building. 

Features found on Houses give 
•n Interesting glimpse into rive past. 
When, for example, did damp 
courses first appear ? Why are 
there plaques (fire-marks) on linmy 
bouses ? Why do modern houses 
have few, If any, chimney a, when 
compared with me large numbers 
found on many older bill) dings ?. 

Children should be encouraged to ' 
record their Impressions with wax 
crayons and largo sheets, of paper. 
Polaroid cnpieras are alio useful 
since the child has an instant record 
of his picture. Photographs and 
slides taken will old recall at a later 
data. Cassette tape recorders can 
record much information : the 
sounds of birds In the local hedge, 
the nulinols In ihe Hold, 1J10 rippling 
stream, farm, machinery, milking 
- time, ami so on. ■ \ 

Sontowhero in, or close to, the 
' village there Is generally some 
. punreo of water, probably th'o main 
reason why the village grew up In 
tlte first instance. Whore streams

still finiml. Ail oilier w.iy of i ml lent* 
ing the self-sufficiency ’’ of tho 
village in days gunc by. 

Children cun record their impre.s* 
slnns wiih various forms of m i und 
cruft. Tapestry, paintings, callage, 
ns well ns iiiud els of huMdiugs in 
rlic village, all help with the inte- 
grated approach. A model of the 
village Is useful because it shows 
a visual layout of the settlement 
from nhove i aerial photographs/ 
si id as ere also available for many 
places in the British Isles), mid Lliis 
allows the child ro gain an insight 
into the way in which tho village 
developed. 

Nature, in n variety of guises, 
offers a great deni of sum it] a ring 
material. Trees, birds, wild flowers, 
general habitats, all form the basis 
fur project work. Tit addition, 
leaves mid flowery could form tho 
b« vis for art work, incorporating 
pat torus and dorigus. 

Mn the ilia tics ami simple statistics 
Cun be used. When population is 
studied, the trends cun be seen pne- 
(iciiliir/y when using in turn nit ion 
from past censuses and from the 
local records office, and rids will 
show how the village has Writer' 
grown or decreased In size. Reasons 
tor this could be looked at Graphs 
can be drawn to show changes in 
population, number of children por 
family, number of houses, etc. 

Farming Is still Important In 
many village';. Changes in field pat- 
tern could be studied by looking at 
present sizes and comparing these 
.with tho results of the Enclosure 
Acts attd Awards, Where they- exist. 
In ninny places thcro Is & map 
showing field names nnd extent. 
Crafts, such ..as, ‘hedse-laylng. 
although dying but, are still import- 
urn. hi ninny areas, where Stock 
farming predominates. 

Such n short article has .only 
been able to look briefly at some 
of the topics wlilch n village could • 
.offer as a basis for a study: there 
' nr e musty moro, Such a study wilj. 
needless to say, need a great deni 
of initial planning, but the work 
which evolves will be worthwhile 
und meaningful -to the child.

Those of uS who cared 
about the environment rejoiced in 
being rare. We were martyrs to the 
myopia of our fellow men. Old cars 
were visibly a bad tiring. 

Then the new- breed of sad 
environmentalists muscled In. They 
jerked back the covers and exposed 
the underlying ills and silent 
springs. The environment has 
never been the same since. It has 
become infinitely deep and wide. It 
includes everything from tlie iono- 
sphere to the fillings in our toeth.

Just make sure you do 
not let any of It (leak into the 
garden, because, although it is your 
garden it is part of nis environ- 
ment. Environments are obviously 
very personal things.

A follow-up Interview with YCC 
staffers Is offered to those lucky 
enough to be chosen mainly just 
to ensure Hie candidate is fully 
aware of the nature and responsi- 
bilities of rite job. About a quarter 
change their minds nr drop out at 
this point for varying reasons. 
Alternatives . are then given a 
chance. 

Tito organizers proudly point out 
that hardly any corps member quits 
once .the summer starts.
